AT THE CAPITOL LAST NIGHT. 


He Explains the Reason of His Presence, Exhumes 
Dead Subjects, Look: 8.rious Over Trifles, 
and Grows Pearful for the Safety of 
the Btate and.

A tolerably large audience gathered in the hall 
of the hou8e of representatives last night to hear 
the Hon. Thomas M. Norwood, the nomipee of 
the committee of eleven, open the campaign. It 
was a comfortable and good humored audience. 
Every seat upon the floor was filled, many ladies 
graciug the scene with their presence, but the gal- 
leries were by no means crowded. Mr. Norwood 
entered, accompanied by Colonel George Adair 
and others, and was greeted in the most cordial 
manner, the cheering conti. uing for some mo- 
ments. As soon as something like harmony was 
restored to the meeting, Colonel Adair, glowing 
with heat and happiness, mounted the ros- 
trum and proceeded to introduce Mr. Norwood 
to the assembly.
